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"Profile  on  the  Centennial 


Let  The  Celebration  Begin! 


Students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni  and  friends  of  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  gathered  Friday,  Aug.  31,  to  usher  in  the  school's 
100th  academic  year  and  kick  off  a  yearlong  birthday 
celebration. 
A  special  opening  convocation,  held  in  Shuford  Gymnasium 
on  campus,  welcomed  a  1990-91  student  body  of  more  than 
1,600  and  remembered  a  group  of  63  students  and  eight  facul- 
ty who  made  up  the  school's  first  class  meetings  on  Sept.  1,  1891. 
The  ceremony  noted  the  historical  significance  of  the  college's 
upcoming  centennial  year  and  paid  tribute  to  the  four  Lutheran 
ministers  who  founded  the  institution  nearly  a  century  ago. 
"Today  marks  the  completion  of  99  years  of  a  commitment 
to  service  and  a  commitment  to  excellence,"  said  Dr.  John  E. 
Trainer.,  president  of  Lenoir-Rhyne.  "Today  also  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  our  100th  year,  a  year  that  our  four  founders  would  love 
to  have  seen."

Featured  speakers  for  the  convocation  included  Trainer  and 
Dr.  Ellis  G.  Boatmon,  professor  of  history  and  chairman  of  the 
college's  Centennial  Observance  Committee. 

Dr.  Gunnar  Staalsett,  general  secretary  of  the  Lutheran  World 
Federation  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  one  of  five  judges  for 
the  Nobel  Peace  Prize,  delivered  the  keynote  address. 

All  reflected  on  a  century  of  change 
—  at  home  and  around  the  world  — 
and  looked  forward  to  what  Staalsett 
referred  to  as  "a  new  millennium  in 
the  history  of  mankind  since  the  birth 
of  Christ." 

"When  the  college  opened  it  doors 
in  1891,"  said  Boatmon,  "this  nation 
was  a  more  classic  place. 

"Benjamin    Harrison    was    in    the 

White  House  .  .  .  Carnegie  Hall  had 

Dr  Gunnar  staal.'iett  just  opened  in  New  York  City  .  .  . 


Thomas  Edison  applied  for  a  patent  on  his  moving-picture 
camera  .  .  .  James  Naismith  invented  the  game  of  basketball 
in  Springfield,  Mass. .  .  .  And  the  farmers,  known  as  the  Populists, 
organized  in  Cincinnati. 

"Now,  we  are  100  years  old",  Boatmon  said.  "We  have  chang- 
ed greatly  as  a  nation,  as  a  people  and  as  a  college. 

"The  four  founders  would  be  stunned  by  the  visual  changes 
that  mark  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in  1990,"  he  said.  "And  yet,  we 
feel  the  founders  would  be  pleased  to  note  that  their  vision  re- 
mains our  vision  today  —  an  institution  that  nurtures  the  Chris- 
tian faith  and  has  strong  liberal  arts  leanings." 

Staalsett  urged  students  to  take  pride  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  —  "an 
institution  firmly  rooted  in  the  Christian  faith"  —  and  to  prepare 
themselves  to  face  an  era  of  great  challenge. 

In  a  plea  for  world  peace,  he  said,  "As  Lenoir-Rhyne  enters 
a  new  century  of  learning  it  is  important  that  the  college  pro- 
mote responsible  leadership,  service  and  unity  among  all  peo- 
ple." 

"As  the  20th  century  comes  to  an  end,  the  world  is  at  a  uni- 
que crossroads,"  Staalsett  said.  "And  Christians  are  called  to 
decide  which  way  to  go. 

"We  must  love  each  other.  This  is  a  challenge  of  tomorrow 
that  we  must  meet,"  he  said. 

As  the  college  proceeds  into  its  centennial.  Heather  Schwartz 
president  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  challenged 
fellow  students  to  participate  in  campus  activities  and  make  a 
commitment  to  academic  excellence. 

"Make  yourselves  an  integral  part  of  the  campaign,  she  urg- 
ed, "not  just  physically,  but  also  by  exhibiting  support,  pride 
and  excitement  in  the  campaign  and  in  this  fine  institution." 

David  W  Hoyle,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  formally 
declared  the  opening  of  Lenoir-Rhynes's  centennial  year  An  in- 
vocation was  given  by  Dr.  Michael  CD.  McDaniel,  bishop  of  the 
N.C.  Synod  of  the  ELCA.

They  have  a  combined  total  of  111  years  of  service  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  They  have  taught,  advised  and  befriended 
literally  thousands  of  students.  They,  indeed,  are  four  special  people  at  the  college. 

So,  they  were  "honored"  Oct.  5  —  though  honored  may  be  too  strong  a  word.  Actually  Dr.  Ellis  Boatmon,  Dr.  Suzanne 
Jeffers,  Dr.  Robert  SpuUer  and  Prof.  Raymond  Strunk  were  roasted  by  colleagues,  former  students  and  friends  during  Lenoir-

(1976).

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Three  Join  Sports  Hall  Of  Fame 


The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  inducted  three 
new  members  into  its  ranks  dur- 
ing the  annual  ceremony  on 
Homecoming  weekend. 

Thomas  L.  Burton,  Jerry  H.  Wells  and 
Michael  L.  Campbell  were  inducted  into 
the  Hall  of  Fame,  October  6,  in  RE. 
Monroe  Auditorium. 

Burton  and  Wells  were  standout 
basketball  players  for  the  Bears  during 
their  careers,  while  Campbell  was  a  top 
football  player  and  track  participant. 

Burton,  a  1963  Lenoir-Rhyne  graduate, 
was  a  four-year  letter  winner  in  basket- 
ball for  the  Bears  and  is  the  11th  all-time 
leading  scorer  in  school  history  with 
1,311  career  points.  A  four-year  Dean's 
list  student  at  L-R,  Burton  was  named  to 
the  All-Carolinas  Conference  and  All- 
District  26  squads  three  times,  and  in 
1963  earned  the  Carolinas  Conference 
tournament's  Most  Valuable  Player 
award. 

A  native  of  High  Point,  Burton  now 
resides  in  Shelby  and  is  employed  by 
Carolina  Container  Company. 
Wells,  a  native  of  Canton,  is  recogniz- 


ed as  one  of  the  top  Bear  basketball 
players  of  all-time.  A  1963  graduate, 
Wells  was  a  first-team  NAIA  All-America 
in  1962  and  earned  second-team  All- 
America  honors  the  following  year. 

The  seventh  all-time  leading  scorer  in 
Bear  history  with  1,579  career  points, 
Wells  was  a  three-time  all-conference 
and  all-district  choice  and  served  as  team 
captain  for  three  years  as  well.  Now  liv- 
ing in  Charlotte,  Wells  is  a  certified 
public  accountant  with  The  Renaissance 
Group. 

Campbell,  a  native  of  Alta  Vista,  Va. 
and  a  1967  Lenoir-Rhyne  graduate,  was 
named  to  the  NAIA  All-America  team  in 
1966  after  leading  the  Bears  in  rushing 
(955  yards)  and  scoring  (72)  points. 
Campbell  was  a  two-time  all-conference 
and  all-district  choice. 

A  sixth-round  draft  choice  of  the  St. 
Louis  Cardinals,  Campbell  also  played 
professionally  with  the  Detroit  Lions 
before  returning  to  school  to  earn  his 
master's  degree  at  Virginia  Tech.  Camp- 
bell now  resides  in  Stafford,  Va.,  and 
serves  as  principal  of  Stonewall  Jackson 
High  School  in  Manassas.

Lenoir-Rhyne  has  done  it  again! 
For  the  second  consecutive  year,  Lenoir-Rhyne  has 
been  ranked  as  one  of  the  best  regional  liberal-arts  colleges  in 
the  country  by  U.S.  News  &  World  Report. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  is  the  ninth  best  regional  liberal-arts  college  in 
the  South,  according  to  the  magazine's  October  15  special  report 
on  "America's  Best  Colleges." 

An  annual  feature  by  U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  "America's 
Best  Colleges"  divides  ail  of  the  country's  institutions  of  higher 
learning  into  several  categories  —  national  universities,  national 
liberal-arts  colleges,  and  specialized  institutions  —  to  ensure  that 
the  colleges  are  ranked  with  others  of  similar  size  and  purpose. 
The  categories  are  further  divided  geographically  by  regions. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  is  one  of  385  institutions  included  in  the  regional 
liberal-arts  college  category.  To  determine  a  school's  overall 
rank,  scores  for  academic  reputation  —  determined  by  a  survey 
of  college  presidents,  deans  and  admissions  directors  —  were 
combined  with  data  largely  provided  by  the  institutions. 

These  statistics  measured  the  selectivity  of  the  student  body; 
the  degree  to  which  it  financially  supports  a  high-quality,  full- 
time  faculty;  its  overall  financial  resources;  and  the  level  of  stu- 
dent satisfaction,  measured  by  a  school's  ability  to  graduate  the 
students  it  admits  as  freshmen. 

Data  for  each  of  the  five  attributes  were  converted  to  percen- 
tiles. Each  school  was  compared  only  with  schools  in  its 
category. 

Wofford  College  in  Spartanburg,  S.C.,  was  ranked  first  in  the 
South  among  regional  liberal-arts  colleges.  Though  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  dipped  slightly  from  last  year's  eighth  place,  it  was  the 
only  North  Carolina  College  in  the  rankings  in  that  category 
for  the  second  consecutive  year 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  highest  were  lOth  among  all  regional  liberal- 
arts  colleges  in  the  South  in  academic  repjtation  and  15th  in 
faculty  resources. 

"We  are  excited  to  be  listed  in  the  report  for  the  second 
straight  year,"  said  Dr.  John  E.  Trainer  Jr.  president  of  the  col- 
lege. "Lenoir-Rhyne  truly  is  one  of  the  best  liberal-arts  colleges 
in  the  country,  and  being  ranked  in  this  prestigious  edition  for 
two  consecutive  years  solidifies  that  recognition.  This  is  an 
honor  all  students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  parents  and  friends  can 
share."

Roope  And  Wells  Break  Marks,  Head  All-Conference  List 


Lenoir-Rhyne  quarterback  Joel  Roope  and  running  back 
Sam  Wells  both  turned  in  banner  seasons  in  1990  and 
u^ere  rewarded  on  November  18  with  selection  to  the 
All-South  Atlantic  Conference  first-team. 

Roope,  a  junior  from  Statesville,  and  Wells,  a  senior  from 
Wilson,  headed  a  list  of  eight  Bears  who  were  named  to  the 
all-conference  squad.  Seven  of  the  eight  were  first-team 
selections. 

Roope  led  the  conference  in  total  offense,  passing,  and 
touchdown  passes  this  season.  His  18  touchdown  tosses,  in- 
cluding a  record  tieing  five  against  West  Virginia  State,  set  a 
new  school  record.  He  broke  the  old  record  of  17  set  by  Brian 
Bryson  in  1987. 

Roope  became  the  third  Bear  quarterback  in  as  many  years 
to  earn  first-team  all-conference  honors.  Tommy  Laurendine  was 
the  conference  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year  and  first-team  choice 
at  quarterback  in  1988  and  1989. 

Wells  rushed  for  1,034  yards  on  the  season  to  become  the 
first  Bear  runner  to  surpass  the  1,000-yard  plateau  since  Glenn 
Ford  did  so  in  1982.  Wells  had  a  career-high  1.55  yards  against 
Mars  Hill  and  finished  third  in  the  league  In  rushing  with  94 


yards  per  game. 

Wide  receivers  Scott  Walker  and  Kenny  Jones  also  earned 
first-team  selection  on  offense  along  with  tackle  Steve  David- 
son. Walker  and  Jones  combined  to  catch  82  passes  for  over 
1,400  yards  and  14  touchdowns.  Jones,  a  junior  from  Burlington, 
led  the  conference  in  touchdown  catches  with  eight  and  Walker, 
a  senior  from  Vernon,  AL,  led  the  league  in  yards  per  catch 
with  23. 

A  junior  from  Easley,  SC,  Davidson  earned  a  spot  on  the  first- 
team  offense  for  the  second  consecutive  season. 

Defensively,  the  Bears  had  two  first-team  choices  and  one 
second-team  honoree.  Tackle  Scott  Henry,  a  junior  from 
Beaufort,  and  Chris  Blackmon,  a  junior  from  Darlington,  SC. 
became  the  first  Bears  to  earn  first-team  defensive  honors  since 
1983.  Blackmon  led  the  Bears  with  160  tackles  while  Henry 
posted  100  total  stops. 

Cornerback  Bryan  Jenkins  was  a  second-team  choice.  The 
Greensboro  sophomore  missed  the  first  two  games  of  the  season 
with  a  knee  problem,  but  came  back  to  lead  the  Bears  in  in- 
terceptions with  five. 
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LrR  Athletes  Earn  Postseason  Honors 


Lenoir-Rhyne  placed  a  good  group  of  athletes  on  the 
1990  All-South  Atlantic  Conference  and  All-District  26 
teams  in  men's  soccer,  women's  soccer,  and  volleyball. 
Ten  men  and  women  earned  spots  on  one  or  both 
the  teams. 

In  men's  soccer,  freshman  Steven  Guy  became  the  second 
Bear  in  as  many  seasons  to  earn  the  South  Atlantic  Conference's 
Freshman  of  the  Year  award. 

The  midfielder  from  Tandragee,  Northern  Ireland  also  earn- 
ed a  spot  on  the  first  team  all-conference  squad  and  the  District 
26  team. 

In  addition  to  Guy,  seniors  Alun  Wood  of  Buxton,  England 
and  Juan  Kincaid  of  Morganton,  junior  David  Johnson  of  Wood- 
bridge,  VA  and  sophomore  Tommy  Pearson  of  Seffner,  FL  were 
named  to  the  all-conference  second  team. 
Volleyball  standout  Carolyn  Blossom  earned  second-team  all- 


conference  honors  and  was  named  to  the  all-district  team  as 
well.  The  Hobe  Sound,  FL  senior  was  a  member  of  the  Lady 
Bears'  1987  NAIA  national  tournament  team  and  also  helped 
lead  L-R  to  a  district  tournament  berth  last  season.

Members  of  the  student  body,  faculty,  staff,  friends  and  families 
gathered  for  a  10  a.m.  memorial  service  at  St.  Andrews  Lutheran 
Church  to  pay  tribute  to  rising  sophomores  Patrick  Scott  Jones  and 
David  Christopher  Wenzel,  rising  junior  Sarah  Ann  Cory,  and  ris- 
ing senior  Scott  Causey  Brady. 

Jones,  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Richard  and  Alma  Jones,  was  killed  July 
2  in  a  motorcycle  accident  near  his  home  in  Newland,  N.C.  He  was 
an  international  business  major  at  the  college. 

Wenzel  died  May  8,  the  result  of  an  automobile  accident  which 
occured  on  his  way  home  from  college  following  spring  exams.  A 
son  of  David  and  Carol  Wenzel  of  Sterling,  Va.,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  baseball  team. 

Miss  Cory,  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Ann  Cory,  died  of  heart  failure 
June  10  at  her  home  in  Tampa,  Fla.

He  served  as  a  student 
manager  for  the  football  team  for  three  years.

Guest 
speakers  were  Dr.  John  E.  Trainer  Jr.,  president  of  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
and  Heather  Schwartz,  president  of  the  L-R  Student  Government 
Association.

I'll  see  you  in  church  Sunday,  okay  Pastor  Stowe?  shouts 
another. 

The  Rev.  Doug  Stowe  smiles  warmly  and  returns  a  hearty  hello 
to  the  children. 

With  the  sounding  of  a  bell,  Gloria  Dei  Lutheran  School  begins 
a  new  day  of  classes.  And  the  pastor  -  along  with  his  wife,  Sal- 
ly Osborn  Stowe,  who  serves  as  principal  of  the  school  ~  begins 
a  new  day  of  Christian  service. 


The  Stowes,  both  graduates  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  began 
their  mission  at  Gloria  Dei  in  1969.  Located  in  Hampton,  Va., 
the  school  is  the  offspring  of  Gloria  Dei  Lutheran  Church. 

The  church  began  in  1965  as  a  mission  congregation  with  only 
30  families.  Today,  the  church  has  more  than  550  baptized 
members. 

The  school  opened  in  1973  with  19  children  and  four  staff 
members  —  two  of  which  were  Doug  and  Sally  Stowe.  Stowe 
filled  the  positions  of  pastor,  janitor  and  bus  driver.  Mrs.  Stowe 
was  principal.The  school,  which  teaches  children  age  3  to  grade 
five,  now  has  approximately  70  staff  members  and  a  student 
enrollment  of  more  than  400.  In  addition,  an  after-school  pro- 
gram cares  for  some  550  youngsters. 

A  walk  through  the  school  and  the  parish  gives  evidence  of 
hard  work,  dedication  and  ingenuity.  The  Stowes  banded 
together  with  an  industrious  congregation  to  create  two  magnifi- 
cent split-rock  structures. 

The  church  displays  a  Latin  Basilican/Roman  architectured 
sanctury  with  slate  floors  and  exposed  aggregate.  Flags,  ban- 
ners, .stained  glass,  kneeling  cushions,  carvings  and  other  or- 
naments display  the  handiwork  of  parishioners. 
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The  pipe  organ  is  a  1971  rebuilt  Mohler,  constructed  over  the 
course  of  three  years  by  two  brothers  in  Pennsylvania.  With  a 
collection  of  used  parts,  and  $123,000  —  the  men  built  a  27-rank 
organ  to  produce  a  rich  cathedral  sound  ~  impressive  enough 
to  host  the  regional  conference  for  the  Association  of  Lutheran 
Church  Musicians. 

Until  1985,  the  Gloria  Dei  school  used  the  public  library.  But 
thanks  to  donations  from  church  and  community  members,  the 
school  now  has  its  own  library  and  audio-visual  center  The 
library  houses  more  than  4,000  volumes. 

in  addition,  with  assistance  from  the  church,  community  and 
members  of  NASA,  the  school  has  added  a  computer  laboratory 
complete  with  IBM  equipment  and  a  computor  instructor. 
Children  in  kindergarten  through  grade  five  use  the  facility. 

The  L-R  Alumni  Association  salutes  Doug  '64  and  Sally  Stowe 
'66  and  graduates  like  them  who  have  used  their  education  for 
the  same  purpose  as  Lenoir-Rhyne  —  to  provide  a  solid  educa- 
tion in  a  Christian  environment.
